This. prob- 
ably alluded to the vainglorious ac- 
counts then in circulation regarding 
the naval battle. However, the wound- 
ed Canadian watched his chance and 
slipped in the bush and got away from 
his captors. He was caught again, 
but again escaped, and returned safe- 
ly to our lines. : 
“A young Ottawa boy named Bruce 
- Hill, who came out as gunner and had 
since got a commission, distinguished 
himself by remaining in his forward 
observing position after the Germans 
had charged past, and kept up com- 
munication by telephone with his bat- 
tery for several hours, until the wire
